Brussels, Sept. 3 (AP). — Young 
King Leopold paid scant heed to his 
own injuries and refused to rest 
Monday, staying instead close to the 
body of his queen, Astrid, to watch 
the slowly moving lines of mourners 
come to pay their last respects. 
Court officials sought to persuade 
the king to go to Stuyvenberg castle, 
where his three now motherless chil­ 
dren are staying, but the monarch 
chase to remain near Astrid until 
she* Is laid to rest today in a royal 
crypt at Laeken. 
The gates to the royal palace were 
clased Monday night, and Astrid’s 
body was placed in a rich, satin- 
lined coffin of silver and mahog­ 


any on which rested rn large silver 
crucifix. 
The funeral arrangements were 
Similar to those for King Albert, who 
died in a mountain-climbing acct** 
dent, save that Albert’s coffin was 
borne to his crypt on a gun carriage 
symbolical of his heroic war deeds, 
while Astride will be carried in a 
hearse. 
King Leopold himself, who suf­ 
fered a broken rib and other injuries 
in the automobile accident that took 
the life of his queen, will follow her 
coffin on foot.

PARIS TO AVOID 
DUCE SANCTIONS 


France Tx Determined To Hold 
Italy as Friend, Premier 
A s s e rts . 


Paris, Sept. 3 t AP > .—Pierre Laval. 
of France, and Anthony Eden, of 
England, tried and failed Monday to 
close the gap between Britain’s in­ 
sistence upon ‘‘upholding the League 
of Nations" in the Italo-Ethiopian 
situation and Prance’s willingness to 
consider Italy’s East African move­ 
ment a "Colonial operation." 
Laval refused to concur in Eden’s 
version of the three-power confer­ 
ence conclusions, which the British 
minister for League of Nations af­ 
fairs brought from London Monday, 
and intended to present to the 
League council. 
Instead he reminded Eden that 
France is determined to avoid sanc­ 
tions (or threats of league pressure 
upon Italy) and to retain the friend­ 
ship of Italy. 
To Make Separate Report 
A British .spokesman who vouch­ 
safed this information added that 
Laval in refusing to sign Eden’s re­ 
port, which he called "too strong.” 
indicated he would make a separate 
report. He also said that Eden and 
Laval would make a further effort 
to get together on the Geneva- 
bound train. 
The informant said it was under­ 
stood in British circles that Eden 


has Instructions to uphold the league 
covenant "to the limit" in con­ 
formity with the British cabinet’s 
original stand. 
Before the "smell of oil" intruded 
itself into the situation 
through 
Ethiopia’s grant of a big concession 
to a British subject representing an 
American corporation, Eden wanted 
to blame Italy for the failure of the 
Paris efforts to prevent war.
